2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of descrip- 
tion, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are 
to be for a single article even though more than one article is included under a 
numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to 
the Galleries immediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the whole 
purchase price, or such part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be im- 
mediately made by the purchaser thereof. If the foregoing condition, or any other 
applicable condition herein, is not complied with, the sale may, at the option of 
the Galleries, be cancelled, and the article, or lot, reoffered for sale.

If the pur- 
chase price has not been so paid in full, the Galleries may either cancel the sale, 
and any partial payment already made shall thereupon be forfeited as liquidated 
damages, or it may resell the same, without notice to the buyer and for his 
account and risk, and hold him responsible for any deficiency.

10. If for any cause whatsoever any article sold cannot be delivered, or cannot be 
delivered in as good condition as the same may have been at the time of sale, the 
sale will be cancelled, and any amount that may have been paid on account of 
the sale will be returned to the purchaser.

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PREFATORY NOTE 


OUIS COMFORT TIFFANY succeeded his father and 
. grandfather as head of the great firm of jewelers bearing 
his name. His absorbing interest was art. He traveled 
extensively, painted and collected, particularly the art of the 
Orient and Near East. It was, therefore, natural that he or- 
ganize the ‘Tiffany Studios in the late 1880’s and thereafter 
devote his entire time to the creative and experimental work of 
that organization. He had studied the famed windows of the 
great cathedrals and concluded that the height of perfection had 
been reached in them. He began experimenting in glass from 
an entirely new point of view and many beautiful and original 
ecclesiastical works were the result. Also the Studios experi- 
mented in ornamental glass. Inspired by the ancient Phoenician 
glass, Mr. ‘Tiffany created the famous favrile glass, which be- 
came much in vogue and proved to be an enormous asset. 

In 1919, he conceived the idea of the Tiffany Foundation, 
to give students of art the benefit of study in the beautiful sur- 
roundings of his estate, Laurelton Hall, at Cold Spring Harbor, 
Long Island, and the inspiration of his extensive collection of 
art objects. Many artists, now well known, were among those 
who benefited by this generous opportunity. Until his death in 
1933, Mr. Tiffany devoted much of time and interest to the con- 
duct of the Foundation. 

With the advent of war, the normal functioning of the 
Foundation became impossible. It was then decided to offer 
the estate to the government for war purposes. ‘This offer was 
accepted by the Office of Scientific Research and Development 
and from 1942 to the end of 1945, important work was done for 
all branches of the Armed Services. 


For some years, it had become obvious that the ever-increas- 
ing cost of maintenance was impeding the purpose for which it 
was created,—the encouragement and education of art students. 
Securing the permission of the courts, the Trustees decided 
upon a reorganization of the Foundation. This necessitates the 
liquidation of Laurelton Hall, its buildings and their furnish- 
ings, including the notable collection of rugs, objects of art, and 
paintings. The proceeds of this sale will be added to capital 
funds, the income of which will be given in grants of cash to 
worthy art students, enabling them to travel and study. he 
Trustees feel that this method will fulfill Mr. Tiffany’s desire 
to help the student in a much broader and practical way.

HERE begins here an extensive collection of fine Indian basketry predom- 

inantly from the areas bounded by the province of British Columbia and the 
states of Oregon and Washington, and comprising mainly examples from the 
coast and interior Salish tribes, to be offered in the second and third sessions of 
the sale. The major part of the collection was purchased in 1917 from Colonel 
Jay Lynch, a former U. S. Indian Agent, Confederated Indian Tribes, at the 
Yakima Agency, Wash. Also included are Indian relics and basketry from the 
Northwest coast, California, Plains and Southwest culture areas. 

The unique practice of decorating basketry by imbrication is limited to the 
Indians of the above areas. ‘The method consists of plaiting strips of colored 
bark and ivory yellow grass over and under the spiral wrappings of the cedar 
root foundation of the basketry. In lots 327 to 367 and 394 to 420, inclusive, the 
entire outer surface is covered in this way. ‘The average basket of this type here 
offered required about six months for its completion.

HE unique practice of decorating basketry by imbrication is limited to the 

Indians living between the valleys of the Columbia River in Washington and 

the Fraser River in British Columbia. The method consists of plaiting strips of 

colored bark and ivory yellow grass over and under the spiral wrappings of 

the cedar root foundation of the basketry. In lots 461 to 495, limiting areas are 

imbricated, leaving the rich cedar red ground exposed for contrast. The average 
basket of this type here offered required about six months for its completion.
